The sume writer, who is 
evidently ¢ man with ample knowledge’ of 
hiseubject, elainsthat the Macedonian phaso 
of the Eustern question is perhaps the most 
difficult of all, for in Macedonia live five 
or eix different races who bate each other 
even more than they hate the common 
oppressor, We find at 2 rough estimute a 
total population of 2,700,000 inhabitants 
divided thus: 900,000 Moslems (Turks and 
Albanians), 800,000 Bulgarians, 650,000 
Greeks, and 50,000 Wallache, 200,000 
Servians, 100,000 Jews, &. From this 
it is obvious that Bulgaria’s claim to 
so great voico in the matter is not 
substantially founded. And what is to. be 
said of the methode which the Bulgarians 
have adopted? In the abominuble dynamite 
outra,es of the spring of thix year the bomba 
were not directed aguinet the Torks, but 
against Buropoaris aud European ‘property + 
Those who suffered were entirely inno cent 
and had nothing to do with the Bulgarian s 
ortheir cause. ® These same men,” says the 
authority whom we have atready quoted, 
“who claim justice for their people and 
« themselves, cummmit the worst of crimes in 
“sacrificing innocent mea, women and 
“children. The only. explanation is that 
” they thus expect to provoke reprizals on 
“the part of the Turks—that fs, the 
“ massacre of their own kith aad kin, which 
“they hope will lund to the intervention of 
“ Europe in Macedonia. 1 think these last 
“ acts judge tbe Bulgarian cause better than 
“unything that could be written on the 
 qubject.”” Yet itis greatly to be feared 
that sentimental reasons will be prramount 
with the Powers and thut the so-called 
Christina Bulgarians will achieve the end ut 
which they have been aiming, In that case 
there will be a grave miscarringe of justice, 
We hold‘no brief for the Tark. But that 
his cuse against the other Balkan people is 
doomed beforeband to failure in the judgs- 
ment of Europe, on account of that fervid 
Christianity of the Bulgariaus and their 
neighbour, which does not prevent their 
committing the most horrible of crimes, is a 
most lamentable phenomenon.
